Higher fares on busses and 
streetcars of the St. Louis Pub- 
lice Service Co. will go into ef- 
fect at 12:01 a.m. tomorrow. 

The city is considering wheth-

Base of the new rate struc- 
ture is a 25-cent cash fare that 
will be in effect on Sundays, 
holidays arid most hours week- 
days.

Monday through Satur- 
day, the old basic cash fare of 
20 cents will be charged. 

Four Tokens for 90 Cents. 

The company began selling 
tokens last Thursday at the 
rate of four for 90 cents, thus 
reducing the fare to buyers of 
these tokens to 2242 cents a 
ride. The company has esti- 
mated about 60 per cent of its 
riders will use the token rate.

Testimony by Fox. 

Fox, testifying under oath, 
said yesterday Goldfine boasted 
to him that: ~“ 

Goldfine had bought a 
house for Adams to live in 
during his Washington stay. 
Adams denied it. Hagerty 
added that Adams had lived 
in two houses here and city 
records showed he rented 
both. 

*  Goldfine had sent checks 
at regular intervals to Adams 
before the former New 
Hampshire governor went to 
. the White House. Through 
Hagerty, Adams denied hav- 
ing received such aid. 

Adams also issued hiS second 
public statement in two days 
to deny specifically that Gold- 
fine ever stated in his presence 
that Adams had promised to 
“take care of” the financier’s 
troubles with the Federal Trade 


Commission. 

On Thursday, Adams denied 
he ever made such a promise. 

Yesterday he denounced as 
“another malicious falsehood” 
Fox’s charge that Goldfine had 
made the statement in his pres- 
ence at a Washington hotel 
meeting of Fox, Goldfine and 
Adams. 

Adams said Goldfine never 
mentioned any "FTC matter nor 
did he state to Fox “in my pres- 
ence” that Adams was going to 
take care of any matter before 
any federal agency. 

Gifts to Both Parties. 


Fox also said Goldfine told | 


him he had contributed in- 
discriminately to politicians of 
both partie Fox said he be- 
lieved Goldfine kicked in to 
campaign funds for 80 per cent 
of all Massachusetts officials, 
state and national, for the last 
20 years. 

Before leaving the witness 
stand, however, Fox conceded 
that Goldfine “often talked a 
good bit bigger than the facts 
warranted.” 

In a separate development, 
Fox swore that Joseph P. 
Kennedy, millionaire father of 
Senator John F. Kennedy 
(Dem.), Massachuessetts lent 
him $500,000 after Fox’s now- 
defunct Boston paper backed 
the younger Kennedy in 1952. 
Fox said he and Joseph Ken- 
nedy discussed such a loan 
over a drink the night the 
paper published its indorse- 
ment. 

In New York, the elder 
Kennedy’s office issued a state- 
ment denying such a discusion 
took place at the time the 
paper, the Boston Post, came 
out for young Kennedy. It said 
the loan was made after the 
election on a purely commer- 
cial basis and was later paid 
back on time. 

Story ‘Preposterous.’ 

Representative Kenneth B. 
Keating (Rep.), New York, said 
Fox’s statements were so “‘pre- 
posterous” they served to dis- 
credit his entire attack on 
Adams and Goldfine.

PARIS, June 28 (AP)—The 
fight between French Commu- 
nists and Premier De Gaulle 
switched to the artistic front 
today, with painter Pablo 
Picasso in the middle. 
| Minister of Education Jean 
| Berthoin issued an order clos- 
ing for safety reasons Picasso's 
“Museum of Peace,” at Val- 
lauris, southern France. It 
was to have opened tomorrow 
with a mass meeting. Inside 
are two monumental murals by 
Picasso entitled “War and 
Peace.” 

The action caused the Com- 
munist newspaper L’Humanite 
to charge that De Gaulle is im- 
prisoning art and peace. 

Berthoin ordered the closure 
on the ground that the mu- 
seum has only one door and 
might be unsafe for the public. 
L’Humanite quoted Berthoin as 
saying, “Inaugurations of this 
sort are not opportune at the 
present time.” 

To make sure that the mu- 
seum’s sole door is not opened 
accidentally, the government 
ordered the Mayor of Vallauris 
to use national troops to keep 
it closed, if necessary.

Bridges to Be Built 


It is gratifying to see the speed 
of construction on the Mark 
Twain expressway between the 
Small Arms Plant and Florissant 


End of the Line 


Public Sérvice Co.’s twelfth fare rise since 
1946 is scheduled to take effect on Sunday. 
As surely as the rising of the sun it will touch 


off another whirl of the transit merry-go- 


round. After fares go up, riding will decline, 
service will be cut, more riders will quit. 
And then, for the thirteenth time, the .com- 
pany inevitably will be back asking for even 
higher fares. Is there to be no end to it? 


If ever this vicious circle is to be broken, 
there will have to be action based on frank 
recognition of the fact that public transit can 
no longer afford to help support both local 
government and private stockholders at the 
expense of the riding public. It means public 
ownership. For this is the only route by 
which the transit system can be relieved of 
its heavy burden of taxation and dividends. 

Some 13 per cent of Public Service Co.'s 
operating expenses went for taxes and divi- 
dends last year. Under public ownership most 
of that money could be used to improve serv- 
ice and attract riders, more than a third of 
whom quit for-the automobile in the last five 
years. - 

St. Louis is rapidly approaching the stage 
where it can seriously consider public owner- 
ship. For the last several months teams of 
transit and traffic engineers have been gath- 
ering the facts necessary for an evaluation of 
this area’s total transit-traffic needs. The 
job is directed by the Citizens Metropolitan 
Transit Committee, the city-county group 
headed by former City Counselor James E. 
Crowe; it is financed by $550,000 in city, 
county and state grants. 

When completed this report ought to pro- 
vide the metropolitan district with a compre- 
hensive blueprint for action on the whole 
traffic-transit front. Assuming that some 
form of public ownership is indicated—and 
even Public Service Co. in its 1957 annual 
report candidly conceded as much—the next 
problem will be how to make use of the 
blueprint. 

Here St. Louis is fortunate. The Metro- 
politan Freeholders now drafting a plan for 
city-county co-ordination possess sufficient 
powers to propose some kind of a public body 
to acquire the transit system. Once the en- 
gineering report is in, the Freeholders can act 
on its basic recommendations. These would 
be incorporated in the plan the Freeholders 
eventually submit to the people of city and 
county in separate special elections. 

The big difficulty is timing. The engineer- 
ing report was originally scheduled for com- 
pletion in August. But it appears now that 
it could ‘be delayed until November. Unfor- 
tunately, the Freeholders have only a year 
to complete their work. By November their 
legal life will be half over. Since the Free- 
holders cannot extend their existence, the 
citizens’ committee will have to spur the en- 
gineers to meet the original August deadline. 


Walter Gets His Ax Out 


Congressman Walter of Pennsylvania al- 
lowed only one day to pass after the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the passport cases before 
introducing a bill to cancel it out. The chair- 
man of the House Un-American Activities 
Committee proposes that Congress grant the 
Secretary of State broad authority over the 
granting of passports. ‘This authority, Mr. 
Walter contends; should include the legal 
right to use confidential information as the 
basis for denying passage out of the country 
to anyone whose travel, in the eyes of the 
State Department, would be “prejudicial to 
the interests of the United States.” 


This strike-back at the Supreme Court was 
to have been expected, if perhaps not so 
quickly. In the wake of the historic decisions 
of the last term, reaffirming important rights 
of individual citizens, a welter of bills to 
cripple the Supreme Court turned up in Con- 
gress. One of these, now the Jenner-Butler 
bill, is still under consideration in the Sen- 
ate, although prospects for approval there 
are dim. 

The Walter bill deserves the same fate as 
the Jenner-Butler bill. If Congress is to pass 
any bill relating to passports, it ought to be 
a measure such as Senator Hennings has de- 
scribed—one calling for the greatest possible 
“freedom of movement.” 


A highly dubious passport bill was intro- 
duced early in the session with an outstanding 
Senate sponsorship. In the light of the Wal- 
ter proposal, the Senate group would do well 
to review its bill and amend the measure 
carefully or drop it altogether. The sound 
course is to consolidate the people’s gains 
under the passport decision. 


Pentagon Protection for Sharks 


Some mighty ridiculous instances of govern- 
ment censorship have come to light since the 
Moss subcommittee started probing in “top 
secret” dark corners, but one that tops them 
all concerns attacks by sharks on sailors. The 
facts may be found on page 125 of the newly 
issued House Report No. 1884 of this session 
of Congress. = wo, 

Biological scietitists have been working to 
develop shark repellants as a protection for 
sailors who are thrown into the ocean by 
wrecks at sea. As a preparation for a sym- 
posium’meeting on the subject, the scientists 
applied to the Navy Department for its report 
on attacks on humans by sharks. The report 
was Classified as “secret.” As a consequence it 
was withheld from the scientists who wanted 
to make use of it. 


Dr. Hiden T. Cox, executive director of the 
American Institute of Biological Scientists, 
appealed to the House Government Opera- 
tions subcommittee headed by Congressman 
Moss of California. Dr; Cox said the report 
presumably had statistical data that would be 
of value to the scientists. Subcommittee Chief 
Counsel John J. Mitchell asked: “Can you con- 
ceive of why shark attacks should be classi- 
fied?” To this the biologist replied a baffled: 
“I don't know.”

Surely the Defense Department could afford 
to have some one official somewhere who 
could declassify such material when a proper 
request comes up. Why not appoint a declassi- 
fication officer, give him the necessary author- 
ity and put an end to episodes as nonsensical 
as this one that held up an attack by scientists 
on sharks? 


German Atomic Divisions? 


The divisions of the new German army are 
to be remodeled somewhat along the line of 
the American “pentomic” divisions to meet 
with atomic weapons the Russian atomic 
threat, according to an announcement of De- 
fense Minister Josef Strauss. 


The charge, which will reduce manpower 
and increase firepower, is dictated by a deci- 
sion of the NATO command, said Strauss. The 


reorganization will start this summer and it — 


will be completed in 1963. 


Apparently Herr Strauss overlooked the 


usual explanation that his divisions would 


have no nuclear war-heads, that those would ° 


be supplied only in an emergency from Brit- 
ish and American stores. This aside is cus- 
tomary since, by the Paris agreements which 
restored German sovereignty, the nation is 
forbidden to make and to possess atomic 
weapons. And efficient and even essential as 
such weapons may be, this restriction cannot 
be changed by German legislation nor by a 
NATO command. The Paris signatories, who 
alone might do so, have not removed it. So 
while the atomic arming of Germany is in 
fact illegal, the uninhibited talk of the De- 
fense Minister suggests a desire on the part 
of Western military leaders to condone it and 
to sanction it, 


Yet there is a grave question whether it 
should be legalized. Careful thought should 
be given to the possibility that a German 
atomic army might end all hope of disen- 
gagement, or of any other approach to a 
Middle European settlement. Thus the step 
might not accord with the Germans’ own 
vehement insistence on the reunification of 
their divided country. 


Even more grave is the question of increas- 
ing the number. of atomic powers and thus 
making nuclear control, not to mention dis- 
armament, much more difficult. It may well 
be that for the time being German troops 
would count’ on atomic weapons supplied by 
Britain or the United States. But it seems 
almost inevitable that sanctioning the use 
of such weapons by a major industrial and 
scientific power would become the prelude 
to sanctioning their manufacture by such a 
power. 

It is of course desirable that Germany 
should assume its proportionate role in NATO. 
But this should not obscure issues with even 
deeper implications. Certainly atomic arms 
should not be granted to Germany by a rou- 
tine military decision. The basic problems 
should be most carefully explored by the 
Paris signatories. 


Free Bridges to the Expressways 


Before the County Council becomes irre- 
vocably committed to building a new toll 
bridge adjacent to the existing one at Jeffer- 
son Barracks, why should it not see what help 
it can get from the Missouri and Illinois high- 
way departments? The present bridge is 
carrying capacity loads; if a new structure is 
built one span will be used for eastbound 
traffic and the other for westbound. 


The two highway departments currently 
are co-operating under the Federal Bureau 
of Public Roads in planning a dual-lane bridge 
across the Mississippi just north of Chain of 
Rocks bridge. This structure will. be the 
northern leg of the proposed circumferential 
highway carrying vehicles around the St. 
Louis metropolitan area. It will be a free 
bridge. . 

The Jefferson Barracks bridges eventually 
will be the southern leg of this same express- 
way. If the two highway departments could 
acquire the existing J.B. span and take on 
the task of building the new one; both the 
north and south legs of the expressway would 
be anchored on free bridges. 

St. Louig and East St. Louis also ought to 
see. whether the two highway departments 
can be persuaded to acquire the Veterans 
Bridge and.make it free. The principal in- 
terstate expressways from the north and east 
will enter St. Louis over that span and then 
connect with the Third Street Expressway on 
this side of the river. There ought not to be 
any toll bridges on the interstate system. 


Important Water Use Decision 


Since 1902 federal reclamation laws have 
limited to “160 acres the land that any’ one 
person may irrigate with water from a federal 
reclamation project. The purpose of the limi- 
tation, set jn the very first Reclamation Act, 
in the pioneering conservation days of Thee- 


dore Roosevelt, was to keep precious watér>~ 


developed under Federal Government aus- 
pices, from going in disproportionate share 
to a few individuals with large land holdings. 
This limitation has come under increasing 
criticism in recent years. In particular it has 
been opposed in California where the Central 
Valley project joins federal and state efforts 
in a co-operative $800,000,000 collection of 
dams, tunnels and water reservoirs. The agi- 
tation to increase the limit of acreage that 
one person may irrigate evolved into legal 
controversy which went to the California Su- 
preme Court as well as to the Legislature at 
Sacramento. The result was to sustain a Cali- 
fornia statute overriding the federal law. 
The conflict between the federal and Cali- 
fornia policies has now been passed on by the 
Supreme Court in Washington. By an 8-to-0 
decision, Chief Justice Warren and his col- 
leagues have upheld the federal policy of 160-

It gives the 
farmer a much greater voice in the 
administration of the farm program 
and establishes safeguards against 
the kind of abuses we had in the pro- 
gram several years ago. 


The bill assigns the job of admin- 
istering the farm program, which 
includes acreage allotments . and 
marketing quotas, to the state, coun- 
ty and community committees. That's 
where it should be administered.

Let’s face the issue squarely: There 
can be no doubt that Missouri must 
increase its revenues. She has been 
draining her reserves and that ean’t 
go on indefinitely.

Nevertheless, it’s time for the Mis- 
souri taxpayer to insist on a with- 
holding tax as more equitable, easier 
to pay and, above all, as one way of 
escaping the higher taxes that are 
inevitable if all taxes aren't col- 
lected.
